With no desire to aggravate the suffer- 


ings of 'the infatuated rebel, Mr. Harris 
turned upon bis heel and left him in sor- 
.row. The next week, however, he for- 
warded, as a present to the rebel, enough 
yards of his best cassi meres for an entire 
suit of clothes, with the brotherly remark, 
that although his old customer erred in pol- 
itics and Christianity, he would find that 
the Yankee abolitionists were brothers to 
all, whit* or black, in prosperity or adver- 
sity.

cial wedge to reorganize a friendly feeling 
with the south. 


The whole affair presents, the following 


considerations worth; of remembrance: 


1. Had the southerner been aware of the 


presence of Mr. Harris, he would not have 
damned his goods. 


2. If he had not damned them, Mr. Har- 


ris would have continued to give credit to 
the south, and would consequently have 
lost by the rebellion over a million of dol- 
lars ; as it was, he lost but a few hundred. 


3. By showing a spirit of brotherly kind- 


ness, Mr. Harris changed the rebel pris- 
oner's insulting hatred to aa expression of 
respect and gratitude. .

ent was this day received, and I 'return 
thanks. If I am ever permitted to again 
return to my native home, I shall try to 
disabuse my friends of the belief that New 
knglanders are all fanatics, who labor only 
for civil war and bloodshed. You have ny 
gratitude and respect. I have tho honor 
to be your obedient servant." 


The affair has created no little excite- 


ment among the financial circles of Boston, 
and it ig hoped that at the close of the war 
—which ia shortly expected—that this little 
incident may be used, as an opening finan- 
cial wedge to reorganize a friendly feeling 
with the south. 


The whole affair presents the following 


considerations worthy of remembrance : 


1. Had the southerner been aware of the 


presence of Mr. Harris, he would not have 
damned his goods. 


2. If he had not damned them, Mr. Har- 


ris would have continued to give credit to 
the south, and would consequently hate 
lost by the rebellion over a million of dol- 
lars ; as it wag, he lost but a few hundred.

" From officers' who-participated in the 


fight, it has beea ascertained that yester- 
day morning. two, brigades of Pleasantoa's 
cay.alry,- under Buford, made an important 
rcponnoisance towards Culpepper, and had 
one of the most obstinate cavalry 6ghts of 
the war. ,. The force was composed of Bu- 
ford's brigade.aud another brigade' under. 
Col, . B. F. Davis, supported by two batte- 
ries of artillery and two regiments of in- 
fantry as a reserve. 
At .12 o'clock on Mon- 


day night, the cavalry bivouacked near 
Beverly Ford, on the Eappahaunock. At 
three o'clock in the morning the men .were 
called. At four o'clock they crossed ;the 
ford. Beyond the ford was a semicircle 
belt of woods, with .a range of rifle-pits 
near the edge of the timber, and a line .of 
pickets guarded' the ford and the southern 
bank of the river,', The. 3th N. Y. cavalry 
crossed first, drove the rebels back to their 
rifle-pits, and, after a desperate combat, 
cleared the woods, the enemy falling, back 
upon their artillery, and maintaining a po- 
sition'until 12 o'clock, when our artillery 
came up, and they were driven back. six. 
miles in the direction of Culpepper Court 
Hboae, when our forces returned and re- 
crossed. in good order.

" Nearly all the fighting was done by the 


cavalry, and was of the bloodiest character 
—mostly hand to hand, with sabre" and pis- 
tol, and in the woods* The heavy .timber- 
was, not very dense, 'so that horses co.uld 
advance through it, "but the undergrowth 
was thick.

"Our. loss is .terrible, and the slaughter 


of rebels was fearful. 
Tbe approximate 


numbe? of. the casualties on both sides-are 
not reported. Col. B. F. Davis waa .killed..

How it occurred 


itannot now be fully explained, but it seema 
ithat Col. Schciiaalj, commandant at the 
•fort, fearing the tiamaging;--influence of 
.moisture in the magazine upon the ammu- 
nition in store there, ordered an examina- 
tion with a view to replace any- that:.had 
become "useless. There were in it at the 
-.time,-11(5,000 pounds of-powder, besides'a 
;large.quantity of shell and canister.--

Twenty-six men were detailed for this 


work, selected on account of their reliabil- 
ity. 
While re-filling one of the shells or 


examining its.fuse, by some means it ex- 
-ploded, instantly killing the man who had 
hold of it. The flames from this shell 
were soon through the vent of the maga- 
zine, and in eight seconds from the time of 
the explosion of the shell the whole maga- 
zine was blown up. Twenty-one of the 
twenty-six men .were instantly killed; the 
others, together with-fourteen men in an- 
other part of the wdrkej were badly injured. 


Some of the escapes are almost miracul- 


ous. 
Officers' tents in the fort were torn 


to shreds, bnt th'e officers were uninjured. 
One sentinel,;waa thrown more than one 
hundred and fifty yards, into a clump of 
bushes. 
Hs clung instinctively to his 


musket during his sudden flight, and find- 
ing himself unhurt he cooly walked back 
to his post, shouldered arms and saluted an 
officer who was just- hurrying back from a 
similar serial trip. -A piece of shell struck 
a musket resting across the arm of another 
sentinel, cut off the stock between his hand 
and his body, passed under his arm and left 
hand, remaining in his other hand without 
doing him any injury, whatever. 
The fam- 


ily of the Ordnance Sergeant was at dinner 
in a small frarne..houge in the fort. The 
house was torn to splinters, not a piece be- 
ing left standing, and: yet, strange to say, 
not one of the inmates received a hurt. 
The force of the explosion seemed to be 
upward rather than outward, which may be 
explained by the fact that the magazine 
was a deep excavation, covered with earth 
and logs.

zles is solved. The sources of the sacred 
Nile, unknown, but inquired after for thou 
sands^pf years, and an object.of curiosity 
to the'intelligent from the days when Hero 
dotus .could get no satisfactory account to 
the.present; are at'last revealed by an ad 
venturous Englishman, Capt; Speke. 


In a letter to Sir Eoderick Murchison, 


printed in English journals received w thii 
morning, the fortunate discoverer writes'": 
" I said I would do it,- and I have aone 


it. The Victoria Nyanza is the -great res 
ecvoir of the sacred Bahriel Abiad (White 
Nile)."

Sir Roderick Murchison adds : 
" Tteff discovery by SpeTse and Grant, by 


which the southermost limit of the basin o' 
the Nile is determined to be fonr degrees 
south of tKe equator, is the most remarka 
ble geographical feat of our age, and is, in 
deed, an achievement of which all our 
countrymen may well be proud;" 


The lake Victoria Nyanza, which these 


two Englishmen have thus ascertained to 
be the true source or headwaters of th< 
White Nile, was discovered by Capt. Speke 
on the 3d:df August, 1858. 
He set ou 


with Capt. Burton,- but left the latter a 
the Lake Tanganyika, and pushed on alone 
until he reached Victoria.1 He reportec 
this water to be extensive, the southern ex 
tremity lying about one hundred and fifty 
miles south of the equator, and the north 
ern reaching at least a. degree north of the 
equator, in longitude 3d degreee or "32 de 
grees. 


Capt. Spake returned to England con 


vinced that this lake he Lad discovered was 
the true source of the White Nile. Capt 
Burton ridiculed the supposition, and it was 
received with doubt by the geographica 
public. Pursuaded that he was right, anc 
determined to prove it, Speke returned to 
the African coast, organized a new expedi 
tion, and left Zanzibar with it September 
25th, 1860. 


About a year ago, ou the IHh of April 


1862, they were reported iu lititude 1° 30' 
south, having discovered a river which they 
believed to be the first certain branch of 
the Nile.. About the end of March last, 
he and the small remnant of his party ar- 
,rived at Khartum, having followed the 
stream from the lake.Victoria Nyanza dow-n. 
Of seventy men who formed his retinue on 
leaving Zanzibar, only seventeen remained 
with him. 


It was a happy accident for Captain 


Speke, that the first letter he opened on 
emerging from the darkness of'-an unknown 
land communicated to him that he had 
during his absence, received the highest 
reward the Royal Geographical Society can 
bestow, for his discovery of the lake in 
1858. 
He writes : 
' 


"I think I may safely say that" I never 


felt so rejoiced as I didwien Petherick de- 
livered to me your letter Notifying me that 
tlie Royal Geographical Society had adju- 
dicated to me their Founder's Medal, tor 
the discovery ot the Lake Victoria'Nyanza, 
the more so as the kind expressions in your 
letter reached me just as my trials were 
over."

1 In another letter,.;-written ::March 30th, 
from Khartum, he says :
